INFLATED LAND 
VALUES 


Possibly at some time or other 
sumebody will reap the whirlwind. 
In the meantime, Hong Kong's 
inflated land values are bringing 
in fat returns to the Treasury and 
there is rather sore indication 
that this is being treated as a 
matter for elation than that it is 
being, more appropriately, treated 
as a subfect of concern. 

There is, in fact, small cause 
for official complacency in the sale 
at auction on Monday of a parcel 
of 13,200 square fect of land at 
Shamshuipo fer $256,000. All 
that is being developed by the 
land boom is a vicious circle, of 
serious potentialities, threatening 
tu create the conditions for per- 
manent stabilisation of house and 
flat rentals at their present ex- 
agperated level. The tendency is, 
in short, in direct contradiction 
ot the policy expressed in, the 
Landlords and ‘l'enants Ordin- 
ance, 

Not that ‘there is anything the 
Government can fairly do about 
the situation, however disturbing 
it may be. While the Colony 
remains in the ‘fortunate’ position 
of having large amounts of sur- 
plus capital sccking investment, 
and land remains the most popu- 
lar outlet, the prospect of lower 
prices must be small, and it would 
be unbusinesslike were Govern- 
ment to decline to yo in at the 
top of the market. 

«In fact, were the revenues 
from this. source more ‘satisfac- 
torily dealt with, the inclination 
might be to suggest that Govern- 
ment go in’ and make a killing 
while: the going is good. “Here, 
of course, we come back ‘to an 
old argument: that income from 
land sales should not be absorbed 
automatically into the general re- 
venues_of_the Colony, but_placed 
in w special account, to be drawn 
upon for special purposes. In 
certain circumstances, it might be 
held ‘back as a provision for lean 
years, but more general approval 
would be commanded were re- 


-|+enues from this-source to be ear- 


marked for the development of 
public amenities—those things for 
which the Government, for some 
reason or other, never feels’ that 
it has sufficient’ funds, 

The various pros and cons of 
the argument on this treatment of 
land sale revenues. have been ex- 
haustively- dealt with for years 
past and no repetition is neces- 
‘sary. All that might be suggest: 
ed now is that the Government 
and its advisers discuss the issue 
once again, and sec’ whether it 
cannot discover a change of heart,
